New York Auff 2 The London mar
ket was closed today In th local mar
ket It was one of the dullest or the many
dull Saturday sessions this summer Trad-
ing showed no inlUattve and the market
no tendency The bulk of tho transac
tions probably represented nothing more
important than the evening of speculative
accounts at the end of the week At
the close the market was irregular with
fractional advance and fractional de
cilnog on the day about equal

Tho indisposition to make new specu-
lative commitments on the short side
was Increased by the resistance which
tho market offeed to selling pressure
yesterday and again in the early trading
today and there was no new develop-
ment to stimulate renewed activity on
the long side The bank statement pub-
lished after the doie of the market
shewed as was expected a decrease re-
serve and an expansion in loans

Statement Shovrn Decrease
The statement of actual conditions at

the end of the week showed a decrease
of 000009 in tho surplus reserve and
an expansion of 1000000 in loans The
surplus reserve remained xwever well
above 10600000 which is extraordinarily
large for the season of the year Sterling
extfhmng rates again advanced the clos-
ing flotation for demand sterling being
4JLM or very close to th j parity of ox
eaogt of the week at practically

level ag at the close last week
Gains of more than 2 a share on the

average on Tuesday and Wednesday
were offset by losses subsequently At
the high prices of the week the most
active speculative shires showed such
gains from the low prices on July 2G as
11 points in Union Pacific 14 in Southern
Pacific and It each in United States
Stool common and Amalgamated Cop-
per These gains had been made in a
practically continuous advance covering-
a period of three weeks and it was only
natural that such an unusual recovery
should stimulate a great amount of
profittaking A feature of this profit
taking was the selling of stocks for the
account of London which bought very
heavily at Ute low prices prevailing more
than three weeks aco
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Bonds Are Active
IK bonds the tendency was toward in-

creased activity and strength A small
Issue of railroad heeds was placed with
bankers and speedy sale of a loek
of New York State canal bonds held out
hope that investors who turned from
highgrade bonds to Issues of higher
income yield last year were beginning
to revert to old favorite Investments
The erop news of the week was favor
able almost without exception and stim
ulated an expansion in business particu-
larly in the West and Northwest

The principal unfavorable development
of the week was the governments fig-

ures on exports and imports for the
month of July snowing an excess of im
ports for the fourth time tills yoar
The only other important exception to
the generally favorable news was con-

tained in disquieting news from an im-
portant department of trade but it is
known positively that bankers have can
va ed this situation very thoroughiyjuid
that no wide trouble may be expected
from it

The probability of a large passenger
service between Washington and Cam-
bridge with a possible development of
freight service between the two points
gives to tho situation thus formed large
Importance la this city This is parties
larjly no in that the Chamber of Com-
merce la through one of its committees
giving what aid It can to the project of
building up trade between Washington-
and the Eastern Shore

The Choptank Rivor is a groat avenue
of commerce Its banks re dotted with
largo and fertile farms with growing
towns summer homes of wealthy
men who nave sought out its salubrious
shores for quiet and healthful passing of
the heated term away from tho big
dUN

Changes Old Castonm
This movement of wealthy people to

the Eastern Shore of ifSryland and the
purchase of the old estates along the
water fronts In Talbott Dorchester and
Caroline counties has completely rc o
lutldhrzod agriculture and the cus-
toms of people there in ie last ten
year Agriculture thrives w it never
did in the oideo time Canneries have
been established there and the farmers
are no longer left to the tender mercies
of tho oommleafon merchant in the dis-
tant markets of tke big cities

The boat of fruits and other prod-
ucts of the soil go to the markets of
Philadelphia and New York under con-
tracts usually signed in the month of
February before they are groin and
signed in the farm oftlces on tho Eastern
Shore often at the farmers own price
MS tho buyer has now to deal with a busi-
ness man who knows tho price of com-
modities and the chances of production

The Inferior grades of fruit and pro-
duce are disposed of to the canners also
under contract at good prices Wheat
is inspected on the Eastern Shore and
sold at Chicago prices Farmers on the
Eastern Shore are growing rich They

On Peach Blossom Creek one of Ute
tributaries of the TrodAvon River W
E Shannon and Ray Middaugh the
Washington bwHdort have pitohed their
summer homes Each owns a snug lit-

tle farm down there And each has his
family settled there every summer amid
the pleasures and plenty of that garden
spot of the MarylandDelaware Penin-
sula

Northerner Cornea In Winter
While the Washingtonians spend the

summer there one of their nearest
neighbors is the possessor of a 250acre
farm She is tie daughter of a wealthy
Milwaukee business man and it was in
the old house now supplanted by a new
ono that she was nursed back to robust
health several years ago when doctors
dlsparcd and relatives had nearly lost
hope She spends the winter on the
Eastern Shore and the summer with her
lather in Milwaukee Qther Wisconsin
families have followed the pioneer to
the water front of Talbott County and
spend the winter months there i

The four rivers cutting across Talbott
County with their tributary creeks dl
vide the land surface into many

called necks One of the
most prominent is St Michaels Neck
between the TredAvon and the Miles
rivers Near the center of this nook
runs a fine shell and white oak road
from Easton to Claiborne Over this
neck also runs a branch of the Pennsyl-
vania Railroad which crosses the penin-
sula from Claiborne to Ocean City

Down St 311chacls Neck
An automobile ride down St Michaels

Neck reveals many things of interest to
one unacquainted with the peculiarities
of Eastern Maryland The most striking
feature of the ride is tho almost total
absence of any signs of habitation For
a good part of the way the forest grows
thfck and almost impenetrable to the
road line on either sde and one

and miles over a smooth avenue
flanked with verdant growth of long-
leaf pine sweet gum oak and other
hardwoods The forests there now are
said to be the third growth from the
primeval Trees cut away by tho ear y
colonists and the standing timber is fo-
rte third time coming into tno cuttfng
size lumber still being one of the In-

dustries pursued upon tho Eastern Shore
Where the cultivated fields take the

place of the growing trees the road is
lined by cedars with waving corn and
great fields of tomatoes behind with
still no sign of habitation The road Is
the back door of the farm the front be-
ing a mile away on the water front It
is only as one comes near Royal Oak

Michaels of Claiborne that houses
appear by the roadside and they prompt-
ly disappear as one whisks through the

to the country beyond
Rivers Are Highways

In the early day the rivers creeks and
cotes were the highway of travel and
the house was built near the streams
This has been followed by the latest In-

habitants the steam launch taking the
place of the ancient rowboat and the
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timehonored catboat with its witie
muttonchop sail The farm-

houses on the water front are about an
eighth of a mile apart the houses set
among wide spreading oaks and maples
and broad nicely shaven lawns sloping
down to the waters edge Dashing
along the water In a powerful motojr
boat one sees an unfolding landscape of
beautiful homes resembling those of a
broad avenue as one approaches a big
city Flowers bloom In profusion vines

posts and arbors and winding
paths and drives complete the picture
of rural peace and beauty which marks
the now order of things In Talbot County

Nearly every house has its history It
was once the home of a noted family

Tnid romance and advonture is as thick
along the shores of the TredAvon the
Wye and the Choptank as upon the dis-
tant banks of the Rhine the Thames or
the Seine

Old GoldNborontfh Estate
On Poach Blossom Creek Is pointed out

the old home of the Goldsborough fam-
ily where our Washlngttyi GoldsboroTTgH
was The homestead occupies a
sightly point near the junction of the
creek with the TredAvon Its present
owner left the Eastern Shore In his boy
hood made a fortune In Trinidad and a
few years ago wrote to an old attorney
whom he had known In youth to buy the

to buy it Tradition has it that the new-
comer paid ttlQOO for the estate and

lives In the old house which
been much changed except to give

It fresh paint and modernize its ancient
rooms

Stories like this are told by the score
and most of tho old farms havo passed
nto new hands and have been trans-

formed Into summer or winter mansions
where living Is possibly a little more
modern but which still retains much of
Its old simplicity and democratic

Agriculture Revolutionized
About ton years ago the Eastern

Shore farmers found U amsclvcs ground
to pojvdor by the machinery of modern
distribution of farm produce They set
to work resolutely to remedy the con-
ditions It seemed to them as well to
let fruit tomatoes melons and truck
rot in the field as to be dumped from the
wharves of Baltimore or Philadelphia be-
cause the market was glutted After
about three years of fighting the farmer

the canning factory migrated to
the Eastern Shore

The crabbing and fishing industries
were changed Into incorporated com-
panies or large single firms with capital
to handle the product and govern the
price in the market Down around Ox-
ford may bo seen great plants where the
crab is handled by the ton Hard crabs

soft crabs arc shipped from these
places in refrigerator cars Crao flake
is manufactured by machinery kept
sweet and pure and shipped half way
cross the continent to buyers who will
pay a good price and pay cash The
crabbers of the Choptank are growing
rich and the frngtim greasy and stink-
ing town has today the appearance of
South Chicago or East St Louis spe-
cially with reference to its signs of pros-
perity t

Mosquito In Eliminated
Two days upon the Eastern Shore rid-

ing over its shell roads smooth as a
house floor gliding over the waters of
Peach Blossom Creek the TredAvon
and the Choptank sleeping within three
rode of the waters edge sitting long
hours on the open piazza failed to lo-

cate one mosquito This Is literally true
The Bastern Shore people bys the drain-
Ing of the fresh water swamps by ex-

orcising a little care about their houses
and by the generous use of kerosene In
the proper places at certain times have
eliminated the buzzing post for which the
locality was once famous They say
with prl e that not a mosquito has been
heard buzzing in the Choptank region-
in three years

The Eastern Shore offers no apologies
to the outside world and to one who
goes there with his mind steeped a

in the tradition of ancient days big
BUd delightful surprises appear at every
turn It is a land that with the allow-
ance of only the slightest poetic Hcense
may be said to flow with milk and
